BY-LAWS . 

OP 

The American Academy of Folitical and 
Social Science 

I. The object of the Academy is the promotion of the political 
and social sciences in the comprehensive sense of those terms. 

With no intention of excluding other suitable means, the fol- 
lowing methods may be enumerated as of special importance in 
furthering the ends of the Society: 

(i) Accumulation of a library of works pertaining to the 
subjects cultivated by the Academy, and, in general, the pro- 
vision of facilities for research. 

(2) Encouragement of investigation by the offering of 
prizes for specified contributions to science, and by extending 
pecuniary aid in suitable cases to students and investigators. 

(3) Publication of valuable papers and reports presented to 
the Academy either by members or others. 

(4) Regular meetings for the presentation and discussion 
of papers and other contributions to political and social 
science. 

(5) Dissemination of political and economic knowledge 
throughout the community by the establishment of public 
lecture courses in political and social science, and by such 
other means as may from time to time seem expedient. 

(15) 
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2. Any person may become a member of the Academy upon 

the proposal by any member and the approval 
Members of the directors. Annual dues of members shal^ 

be five dollars ($5.00), and all members shall b^ 
entitled to receive the regular reports of the proceedings an4 
publications of the* Academy. By the payment of one hundred 
dollars ($100) any person admitted to membership may becomej 
a life member of the Academy, with all privileges of members 
and exemption from the payment of annual dues. 

3. The directors may, by a majority vote of all members, creatcl 
new forms of membership at their discretion. 

4. The control and management of the Academy, in accordance 

with the provisions of the charter and subject to 
Board of the restrictions of these by-laws, shall be vested; 

Directors in a board of directors, as provided for in the 

charter, to be elected by the Academy and to 
serve for a term of three years. After the first election the direc- 
tors shall organize themselves into three classes, so that the terms 
of the first class shall expire at the end of one year, those of the 
second in two years and those of the third in three years, in order 
that one-third of the board shall be elected each year. 

5. The directors shall elect a president, three vice-presidents 
a secretary, counsel, a treasurer, and a librarian, who, if not direc- 
tors, shall become ex-oMcio members of the board of directors. 
These officers shall be chosen for one year and shall hold office 
until their successors are duly qualified. They shall perform sticfe 
duties as are usually assigned tp such officers. 

6. The directors shall submit each year at the annual businesi 
meeting of the Academy a report of their proceedings andi 
financial statement 
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7. The directors are authorized to make all necessary rules and 
regulations for the conduct of the Academy and to request the 
co-operation of members and other persons in its work. 

8. The directors are authorized to appoint a general advisory 

committee of not more than twenty-five persons .

nearly as may be the different countries in which 

the Academy has members. 

9. The directors are further authorized to appoint a council of 
not more than fifty members of the Academy, who shall be resi- 
dents of the United States and shall be known to be persons 
actively interested in a theoretical or practical way in the study 
of political and social questions. They shall be the advisers of 
the directors in matters pertaining to the scientific work of the 
Academy. They shall hold office for a period of five years, one- 
fifth of the number being appointed each year. 

" 10. The Academy shall hold its annual business meeting for 
the election of directors and the transaction of 
other business, on the third Monday of January. Meetings 

Special meetings may be called by the directors. 

11, The scientific sessions of the Academy shall be held under 
the direction of the board of directors at such times and places 
as they may deem proper. 

12. Amendments to the by-laws may be adopted by a majority 
of the members present at the annual meeting of 

the Academy. All proposed amendments must be Amendments 
approved in writing by at least ten members of 
the Academy. They shall be sent to the secretary, and submitted 
I by him to the members of the Academy at least two weeks before 
the date of the annual meeting. 
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Membership in the Academy is open to those who by reason of 
their interest and position in the GommoiutT 
Memberdup are desirous of aiding in the ri^^t solution of 
social, political and economic questioiis. Tbe 
membership is at present composed of business and profcsskmi 
men and government oflfkials, but is not designed to be ex- 
clusive, nor is it confined to those holding any prescribed <9inioc | 
in the field represented by this work. For admission to member- 
ship application is made to the Secretary of the Academy. 

Financial responsibility is limited to the payment of the 22- 
nual fee of five dollars ($5.00), which entitles a member to the 
receipt of all the publications issued from date of membership, 
without further charge, and to attendance upon all the meetings. 
The fee for life membership is one hundred dollars ($100), wliicb 
entitles members to these privileges during life without furtbe: 
payment. The proceeds from life membership fees are reserrri 
as a special endowment fund, the income of which is used v 
extend the work of the Academy. An engraved certificate is sec: 
to life members. All the officers give their services gratuitous. 
so that the proceeds from membership fees are devoted diredy 
to the work of the Academy.
